If the clubs break 3-2 as is 
probable, he has no worries. 
If they break 4-1 or 5-0, he 
needs the safety play.

Maine, said he is convinced that 
what is keeping North Viet Nam 
from the negotiations table "is 
the conviction that we'll tire and 
quit." He said this belief is 
being bolstered by senatorial 
criticism of the President's ac- 
tions and objectives.

Dodd, D-

Committee member, said that 
what he called "the clamor" of 
the anti-Viet Nam minority "en- 
courages Hanoi and Peking to 
persist in their aggression, in 
the mistaken belief that popular 
resistance to war at home will 
soon compel the American gov- 
ernment to withdraw from Viet 
Nam." 


The two senatorial supporters 


of the President spoke out in 
advance of today's scheduled 
appearance of George Kennan, 
former ambassador to the So- 
viet Union and an expert on 
Communist affairs, before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee's inquiry into Viet Nam 
policies. 


Kennan has contended that U. 


S. involvement in Viet Nam in 
its present dimensions repre- 
sents "a grievous disbalance of 
American policy." He has said 
It has sacrificed possible im- 
provement in relations with the 
Soviet Union and put 
"deeply 


regrettable strain" on relations 
with Japan. 


Sen. Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa.,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


publicans are charting an elec- 
tion year course that aligns 
them generally with Presdient 
Johnson's policy In the Viet* 
namese war — and spotlights 
Democratic criticism of the ad< 
ministration stand. 


GOP orators seldom mount a 


platform these 
days without 


pointing to the Capitol Hill 
Democrats who challenge John- 
son's stand. 


"Fool talk," Sen. Thfuston B. 


Morton of Kentucky called it. 


"The flag is committed," he 
said. "I support the flag." 


Republican 
strategists 
on 


Capitol Hill have said they are 
counting on Democratic divi- 
sions about Viet Nam to help 
the GOP cause in the congres- 
sional campaign ahead. 


If 
Washington-based strate- 


gists have their way, Republi- 
can contenders next fall will 
challenge their Democratic op- 
ponents to declare themselves 
supporters — or critics — of 
Johnson's stand in Southeast 
Asia. 


This political strategy 
has 


been accompanied by an easing 
of Republican .calls for U.S. 
measures that would heighten 
the war. 


Republican 
leaders 
seldom 


talk now about the two-month- 
old call of party chieftains for a 
blockade of North Viet Nam and 
for maximum use of air and sea 
power against military targets 
(here. 


In general, this GOP course 


seems to take'maximum advan- 
tage of the public sentiment re- 
ported to the party's national 
committee by a 
professional 


poll-taker. 


Thomas W. Benham of Opin- 


ion Research Corp. found Viet 
Nam the issue uppermost in the 
American mind — but also 
found that 56 per cent of the 
people approve what Johnson 
has ordered there and only 26 
per cent disapprove. 


While he reported Johnson's 


popularity rating is high, Ben- 
ham recalled the plunge in Har- 
ry S, Truman's standing that 
accompanied the worsening Ko- 
rean war. 


A turn for the worse in Viet 


Nam could do the same thing to 
Johnson's popularity, Benham 
said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New 


York has said it would be suici- 
dal for Republicans to try to 
make the war into a partisan' 
issue. 


"If the Republican party is 


smart," he said, "and it gives 
every indication of being so on 
this subject, it will stick strictly 
to the bipartisan position of sup- 
port of the President when he 
deserves it and proper criticism 
when he doesn't deserve it." 


The suspicion that the sepa- 


rate package approach could 
backfire on the President

based on the obvious satisfac- 
tion which some foes of the en- 
tire program derived from the 
President's suggestion.

small amount of fat. Then braise in a covered skillet with a 
little liquid such as water, stock, tomato juice or fruit juice. 
This results in tender, juicy pork chops. Cook at least one- 
half hour. 


Pork chops can be broiled, too. But they should be at least 


1-inch thick for charcoal and oven broiling. Adjust distance 
of the meat from the heat to allow for slow broiling and 


thorough cooking. Pan-broil thinner chops. 


Q—Which are better avocados—those wilh paper-thin and 


relatively smooth skins or those with leathery skins that 
are rough and shell-like? 


A—Skin thickness has nothing to do with the quality of 


an avocado. Smoother, thin-skinned types are more attrac- 
tive, but the rougher, thicker-skinned fruits are usually 
equally as desirable in flavor and quality, according to Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Test the condition of an avocado by 
gentle pressure of the fingers. At the best edible stage, thin- 
skinned avocados yield readily to pressure; thick-skinned 
types yield only slightly. Hard or firm avocados of good 
quality may be ripened at home with no loss of flavor. Avo- 
cados are on the market all year.

NEW YORK (AP) - Prices 


may rise faster in the weeks 
and months just ahead. And you 
can blame everything from the 
weather to the booming econo- 
my itself. 


People are expected to have. 


still more money to spend. But 
the amount of available goods to 
spend it on may increase at a 
slower rate for awhile. And 
when the gain in demand tops 
the advance in supply, it usually 
means price rises. 


The weather isn't helping just 


now. At the grocery store, espe- 
cially in the East, prices of 
fruits and vegetables may rise 
sharply as the result of unusu- 
ally bad weather in Florida and 
other 
centers 
that 
furnish 


winter produce. The supply of 
these foods already has been 
cut. And it's a long time until 
spring growing weather reaches 
other regions. 


The weather also has been 


cutting back some factory out- 
put here and there in the nation. 
Reduced production, and especi- 
ally the snarled transportation, 
adds to upward pressure on 
prices of some factory goods 
and raw materials. 


But for the long run, the econ- 


omy itself gets most of the 
blame. It seems that it's fast 
becoming taut. This means that 
output of many items is nearing 
the upward limit of present pro- 
ductive capacity. Skilled man- 
power also is short in some in- 
dustries and some regions. 


All 
this puts pressure on 


prices. Until recently, produc- 
tion could be increased as con- 
sumer and business spending 
demanded because of idle facil- 
ities and manpower. But at the 
moment production can't ex- 
pand as fast as spending is 
growing, because there's little 
surplus 
capacity and 
fewer 


skilled workers available. 


With more dollars than goods, 


prices are likely to rise. 


While the nation's supply of 


money has been growing at a 
fast clip, demand for credit has 
been growing even faster. Bank 
loans to business have risen 
sharply, and the demand still is 
pressing. Consumer credit also 
continues to grow, along with 
the increase in personal in- 
comes. 


All 
this puts pressure on 


prices. 
Washington hopes to 


hold down the yen to charge 
more for goods and services 
through voluntary controls and 
appeals to observe the public 
interest. And, so far at least, 
Washington officially refusesto 
go along with those business- 
men and bankers who think that 
the economy is becoming too 
taut for mild restraints to keep 
prices from doing what comes 
naturally - going still higher.
